The School Principal Talks About

The Principal of a High School in 
a flourishing California city says:

Coot Curtna oF Curese.—The dif- 
ference in the quality of cheese held in 
the Government cool curing rooms 
was very noticeable, not only in qual- 
ity, but in general appearance, This 
improvement is due to cool curing and 
“waxing” the cheese which also has 
the advantage of preventing a consid- 
erable percentage of shrinkage, Dur- 
ing the season of 1902 when ** waxed” 
cheese first appeared on the British 
market, some i ' the Grocers’ Associn- 
tions objected, and even went so far 
as to demand an allowance in weights, 
but it was soon proved that there was 
less shrinkage, which, added to the 
improved quality and appearance of 
the cheese, quickly created a brisk de- 
mand tor cheese coming from the Gov- 
ernment curing stations, at an advance 
in price compared to cheese coming 
from the ordinary factories. 

BoxinG CHEESE.—The percentage 
of broken boxes was not so high dur- 
ing 1903, although it still runs very 
high, ranging from 5 to 25 per cent. 
The falling off in breakage is due to: 

(1) Damp season, which makes the 
boxes less Trittle. 

(2) More care on the part of the 
shipping companies in loading, stow- 
ing aud discharging cargoes, this 
work being closely watched by the 
Inspectors of your Department. 
¢ (3) The use of boxes of better qual- 

ity. The latter point was very notice- 
able in cheese coming from the Gov- 
ernment curing stations, the boxes be- 
‘ 4 ing made of heavier material ; the per-

that it is false economy to buy cheap 

boxes.

Frothed Eggs.—Beat five eggs until 
pepper. Melt two tablespoonfuls of 
butter in a bowl set over hot water, 
pour the butter over the eggs, put 
them in an enameled pan and sct 
over very moderate heat until they 
are warmed through. Then pour 
them rapidly back and forth from the 
pan into the bowl that had held the 
butter, until eggs and butter are well 
blended. Place over the fire once 
more and stir rapidly until a smooth, 
creamy mass appears. Pour over 
slices of hot buttered toast. 

English Bread Pudding.—One pint 
of soft breadcrumbs, sone-half cup of 
dried currants or raisins, two eggs, 
two tablespooniuls of sugar, 1} cups 
of milk. Grease small custard cups 
or ordinary baking-pan, and put in 
the bread-crumbs. ‘The better way 
to make the crumbs is to take a 
whole slice and roll it between the 
hands. The fruit may be mixed with 
the crumbs, or it may be spread on 
top or on the bottom of the pan, If 
it is used to cover the top, it will form 
a-bottom layer when the pudding is 
turned out. Beat eggs without sep- 
arating, and sugar and then milk. 
When the sugar is dissolved, pour 
carefully over the breadcrumbs. Let 
stand ten minutes and place in a 
shallow baking-pay, partly filled with 
water, Cake in a quick oven fifteen 
or twenty minutes. The mixture 
must be ‘set in the centre,’’ Serve 
With a liquid pudding sauce. 


THE PROPER CARE OF LAMPS, 


It is not an uncommon thing for 
women who are fastidious in other 
matters to pay little or no attention 
to lamps except to fill when neces- 
sary and trim the wicks when they 
become uneven. 

Lamps should be kept perfectly 
clean on the inside as well as on 
the outside. They should he care- 
fully examined and filled each morn- 
ing, and when necessary cleaned out 
and trimmed. The burner of a lamp 
should be especially. looked after, but 
this is the part most often neglected. 
The fine holes in it, or the ‘‘gauze’’ 
through which air is admitted to the 
flames, should be kept entircly free 
from oil and dust. The little ma- 
chinery which moves the wick up 
and down must also be cleaned out 
when necessary. If the lamp is a 
large brass lamp with a tube for 
ventilation running clear through the 
fount to the burner, so that the air 
ascends to the wick from beancath, 
be careful to examine this space, for 
with

| On June 21st, 1897, William Bp 
}Mason, a youth of sixteen years, loft 
|London resolved to make his way on 
}foot round the earth in six years and 
ao half, and a few months ago had 
British Columbia, after cov- 
ering 86,579 miles, Mason started 
\his long journey in a suit fashioned 
from two pennyworth of newspapers, 
}Which he wore until he had earned 
}sufficient money to purchase a. more 
Waterproof equipment. 

It is also not long since two other 
young mcn—Samuel Abel, of Winck- 
jloy, Leicestershire, and Henry W. Tn- 
sull, of Thorm Grammar School—left 
Highcross, the old Roman centre of 
Fnygland, with the avowed intention 
of girdling the earth on foot in three 
years, Abel carried with him a valise 
and @ camera, while Insull was  con- 
tent with a notebook and pencil; and 
the intrepid pair started without a 
penny in their pockets, intending to 
“pay their way” by literary and pho- 
tographic work, 

A RUSSIAN JOURNALIST, 


one Von Rengarten, left Riga a few 
years since on a similar excursion, He 
took with him a servant, a dog, and 
his camera, and promised to shake 
hands with his friends again in six 
years and a half. 

A young Danish journalist, Marius 
Schroder, started some time ago from 
Copenhagen on a very remarkable trip 
round the earth. The conditions of 
the walk, which was for a Wager, 
were that Schroder should start pen- 
niless, and that his hands should be 
manacled for twenty-two hours every 
day after reaching New York, He 
worked his way from Liverpool to 
New York as a stoker, and after 
landing in America commenced the 
more adventurous part of his jour- 
ney in hand-cuffs, trying to earn dur- 
ing his two hours of freedom enough 
to pay for his expenses of travel, 

Still more astounding was the feat 
of a Belgian sportman who started

[from Brussels on a jaunt round the 


globe walking Backwards. Unfortu- 
nately, there appears to be no record 
of his progress after a very impres- 
sive send-off by his friends at Brus- 
sels. In October, 1888, a fiftcen- 
year-old boy, George Harold, — left 
his home in California, with the de- 
clared intention of finishing his jour- 
ney round the globe in ten years, 
with $5,000 in his pocket. During 
his long tramp he had some most in- 
teresting experiences, and he took 
home with him, in addition to the 
$5,000, a pipe which Kruger had pre- 
sented to him, an old coat given to 
him by President McKinley, and an 
autograph letter from King Edward 
—then Prince of Wales. 
A REMARKABLE FEAT 
is credited to a Captain Trevallyen, 
who, in 1895, started with two oth- 
ers on a Walking race round the earth 
the conditions being that each walk- 
er should carry a burden of 72 Jb, 
weight and should subsist entirely on 
money voluntarily offered to him, The 
gallant captain completed his journey 
in four years, while his two compan- 
ions are said’ to have died on 
the way. 
Mr, A. F. Cary, of Lynn, Massa- 
chussetts, left his home on June 1st, 
1896, on a cycle trip round the 
world, carrying $225 in his pocket. 
He reached Lynn again in three years 
and twenty-nine days, including a year 
spent in working at San Francisco. 
Anton Hanslian, an Austrian, not 
long ago completed in 250 days a 
tramp of 7,000 miles, pushing before 
him a perambulator containing his 
wife and child. He started from 
Vienna and his goal was San Fran- 
cisco, When Hanslian was interview- 
ed by a reporter at Birmingham “he 
looked very worn and travel-stained; 
his shoulders were rounded with the 
continual pushing of the perambula- 
tor, and he had but 25 cents 
in his pocket,’’ He was, however, 
confident of finishing his walk in the 
stipulated time, and thus Winning 
the $2,000 with which the ‘New 
York Herald’ had Promised to re- 
ward the successful completion of his 
tusk.—London 'Tit-Bits,

In every station and in nearly 
overy railway office of any impor- 
tance there is a large clock, and the 
employes in charge of these clocks 
are expected to compare them daily 
with the standard time as received 
from McGill Observatory. If a clock 
‘varies more than ten seconds it is 
corrected, and if less than ten sec- 
onds thero is a card hung on its 
front, stating the exact number of 
seconds that it is either fast or slow. 

GREAT CARE TAKEN. 

But this is not the case with 
watches. These tiny timekeepers 
must bo kept in perfect unison with 
standard time. All employes who 
have anything to do with the runn- 
ing of trains, train-masters, locomo- 
tive foremen, road-masters, bridge 
and building masters, conductors, 
engineers, firemen, brakemen, train 
baggagemen, yardmasters, and yard 
foremen, must have their watches re- 
gularly examined and certified by 
the inspector employed by the com- 
Pany to be of the required standard 
of excellence. ‘Vhis certificate is 
supposed to bo renewed every Jan- 
uary and July. The watches of the 
trainmen are examined every first 
and third week of each month for 
record and comparison with stan- 
dard time, ‘The employees must not 
regulate their own watches or set 
them, unless in case they run down 
on account of failnre to wind. 

Conductors, engineers, and pilots 
mre expected before going out on a 
trip’ to compare their watches with 
a “comparison clock'’ or one of 
standard time. Before starting out 
the crew must also compare their 
watches. All other railway em- 
ployes are supposed to regularly 
consult a comparison clock, 

All these matters are covered’ by 
the company’s rule-books, and the 
{employes must abide by the rules. 

NINETEEN JPWRLS. 

Nédt only must trainmen 
watches that are in the habit 
keeping good time, but their 
pieces must bo of a certain stan- 
dard, ‘They must have no less than 
19 jewels. ‘Tho requirement in this 
regard used to bo 21. ‘The differ- 
enco does not make any difference, 
however, in the cost. A railway 
man cannot get a watch of the re- 
quired excellence for less than about 
$25. every watch is also supposed 
to be turned in for cleaning  cvery 
fifteen months, The regulation and 
examination of his watch costs the 
railway man nothing, The com- 
pany pays ils watch experts for all 
that work, 

One of ‘the essentials of careful 
railway management is accuracy in 
time. ‘Train schedules aro now’ ar- 
ranged so closely that absolute ac- 
curacy is entirely necessary. It is 
easily understood, therefore, why the 
railway companies are so particular 
on this point. Iven ao small differ- 
ence of time in a trainman’s watch 
might prove sufficient cause for «a 
disastrous accident,

TROUBLE IS OLD. 

A third misconception is that the 
Imperial Government have L 
along atming at tho annexation of 
Thibet. The mission has had no 
such purpose in view, and and until 
tho hostility of the Thibgtans—in- 
aluced on the one hand by Russian 
agents and on the other by the Vice- 
roy Sze-chuan—made the advance of 
Col. Younghusband with his hand- 
ful of Sikhs impossible, the mission 
wwas purely a peaceful and political 
one. 

Nor is the mission a thing of to- 
dlay or yesterday, It has now 
renched within some 180 miles of 
Lhasa; it sturted in the days of 
Warren Hastings. It had in view 
in these days, as primarily it has 
mow, the establishment of commer- 
cial relations with Vhibet.; If it 
has more than that in view to-day 
the responsibility lies with the Thi- 
betans themselves. So far as hos- 
tilitins are concerned, they were be- 


gun in recent times, in 1886, when 
tthe Vhibetans invaded the British 
dlependency of Sikkim, and there 


was heavy fighting on the high alti- 
tudes near the Jclap Pass. 
CONVENTION NOT KEPT. 

Tibet has been tributary to China 
sinco it was finally conquered by 
‘that country in1720, but when re- 
Presentations were made at Pekin 
With regard to this invasion of Sik- 
kim, the Chinese Government de- 
clared its complete inability to in 
terfere with the activity and ag- 
gressiveness of its vassal. And the 
essence of the situation to-day lies 
in the fact that this powerlessness 
of the suezerain power has been 
manifested ever since. In 1890 a 
convention was signed between the 
Chinese Envoy and Lord Lansdowne 
(then Viceroy of India) with the ob- 
ject of doelimitating the Thibet- 
Sikkim frontier and facilitating 
trade relations between ‘Thibet and 
India. Three years later regula- 
tions were drawn up to give effect 
to the terms of the convention. But 
if any single one of those regula- 
lations has been carried out the 
circumstance has certainly escaped 
notice. 

THREATENED TREATY, 

The Thibetan authoritios have ex- 
Pended endless ingenuity in ob- 
structing trade routes across the 
Himalayas, and in making commer- 
cial intercourse with India impossi- 
ble. hey have not hesitated to 
arrest and imprison British subjects; 
they have opposed every effort to 
adjust the northern Woundary of 
Sikkim; and they have resolutely re- 
fused to make any effort to carry 
out the terms of the convention. In 
this attitude of undiscuised In stility 
Thibet has all along been Prompted 
by Russia. Of that circumstance 
there is evidence too ample to be dis- 
puted.

THE RUSSIAN GOSSACKS 


SOMETHING OF THE FAMOUS 
CAVALRY. 


They Have Glorious Traditions 
and Are First-rate Fight- 
ing Men. 


The word, Cossack is derived from 
a Tartar word signifying bandit, 
and up to 1814 tho Kazak lived up 
to his name. The first Cossacks 
took boat on the Dnieper, the Volga 
and the Don, and settled on the 
banks of these great rivers, living 
by plunder and by the proceeds of 
their fishing, fighting genorally on 
foot, but always remaining near 
their boats, which secured them ao 
safo retreat in case of a roverse, 
Says the military correspondent of 
The London Times. 

Closely bound up with every page 
of Russian history, the Cossacks 
sometimes sided with the Czars, but 
as often against them. On the ac- 
cession of Peter the Great they 
formed a half circle round the south- 
ern frontiers, which’ they protected 
from Tartar invasions, penetrating 


later into Siberia, where they  be- 
came the Russian ndvanced guard 
against Kirghiz and Kalmucks. So 


long as these communities remained 
on the fronticr and were inured to 
constant warfare they retained all 
their best qualities. ‘The legends 
interwoven with the names of Maz- 
eppa and Plato belong to heroic 
Periods of Cossack lore, and so, too, 
do the deeds of the Cossacks of the 
Uknaine and Zaporogia, whose names 
have since passed away, though 
their fame is abiding. Ags the Cos- 
sacks became more settled in their 
territories to the northwest of the 
Black Sea, and the confines of Rus- 
sia marched rapidly past them to- 
wards the cast, they became more 
confounded With the general popula- 
tion and less apt for war.

It is a curious feature of modern 
warfare that, in consequence of the 
complicated interests of the Great 
Powers, the word “‘intervention’”. is 
Sooner or later sure to be mentioned 
during an armed conflict. 

Yhere is no longer the old tendency 
to form a ring and let the combat- 
ants fight it out by themselves. What 
With Dual and Triple Alliances, ‘‘un- 
dorstandings,’’ rapprochements, and 
ententes cordiales, the chief difficulty 
now-a-days is to prevent a war from 
spreading, and involving the whole of 
Burope. Yet, according to tho law 
of nations, intervention is not recog- 
nized. Interferenco, armed or other- 
Wise, has beon justified for sundry 
reasons, such as to prevent further 
effusion of blood, in self-defence, or 
to put an end to a state of anarchy 
from which other nations may suffer, 
as when England, France, and Russia 
interfered between the Sultan of Tur- 
k and his rebellious subjects in 


EXERCISING THE RIGHT. 


According to Article Three of the 
Hague Convention of 1899, ‘Powers, 
strangers to the dispute, have the 
right to offer their good offices and 
even during hostilities.”’ 
Iurther on the Article says: ‘The e 
re- 
garded by the parties in conflict as 
on unfriendly act.’ This, of course, 
only provides for friendly mediation, 
and not for armed intervention. Yet 
though international law ignores  in- 
tervention, the thing itself remains a 
stern fact.

Aftor tho sinking of the “‘Maine’ in 
Havana Harbor, by which disaster 
ORS 


259 officers and men lost their lives, 
the war-party in the United States 
could no longer be restrained; and 
President McKinley's Message to 
Congress, dated April 11th, 1898, re- 
viewed the intolerable state of affairs 
and plainly hinted as o resort to 
nems. A Joint resolution demanded 
the immediate withdrawal of the 
Spanish forces from Cuba, and om- 
powered the President to employ the 
whole military and naval resources 
of the United States to carry it into 
effect, It js not necessary here to 
recount the course of the war. It 
ia sufficient to record that on August 
2nd Spain formally sued for peace, 
eventually handed over Porto 
Rico and the Syianish West Indian 
possessions to the United States, 
while Cuba became free. 

It will thus be seen that America’s 
benevolent interference on behalf of 
the oppressed Cubans directly re 


horself. 

People in Jayian just now must be 
often thinking of the events of ten 
years ago, when tho intervention of 
Russia, France, and Germany robbed 
them of much of the fruits of vic- 
tory. The plucky little Jap had ad-

SOME OF THE DIFFICULTIES 

THEY EXPERIENCE. 

R.F. Stupart, of the Toronto 

Weather Office, Speaks on 
This Subject. 


Mr. R. F, Stupart delivered an od- 
dress before the mpire Club at To- 


of Hudson's Bay and Strait.’’ ‘The 
following is a synopsis of his inter- 
esting remarks:— 

To tho north of Ontario and Que- 
bec there is, as you all know, a preat 
island sea, a vast expanse of sult 
water, 850 miles from north to south 
and 600 in breadth, and bounded whol- 
ly by lands which are part and par- 
cel of our grent Dominion, and con- 
necte) with the broad Atlantic by uo 
strait some 450 miles {fn length. We 
|have os yot but a most imperfect 
knowledge of what wealth these wa- 
ters contain. We know that they do 
contain the whale, porpoise or white 
whale, walrus, narwhal, seal, salmon 
jtrout, cod, and a variety of small 
fish; but the only fishing industries 
so far developed are the whale fish- 
ery by the American and the walrus, 
porpoise and salmon fisheries by the 
Hudson's Bay Company. The chief 
whaling ground is in the north-west- 
Jern part of the bay, and here whalers 
jfrom Massachusetts and Connecticut 
have beon carrying on a profitable 
fishery for nearly half a century. I

When Admiral Togo, who 
fought in the Chino-Japanese War, 
recently sent his torpedo-boats in

RESTRAINING RUSSIA, 
In much the same way, Europe in- 


tervened between Russia and her 
beaten foe Turkey in 1878. On May 
8rd, in that year, the Treaty of 


San Stefano was signed by the repre- 
sentatives of Turkey and Russia, With 
her usual grecdiness, Russia had 
wrung the most unconscionable con- 
cessions from her helpless adversary, 
and the conscience of Europe  pro- 
testing, Russia was brought to book 
by the famous Congress of Berlin. 
All the European Powers were rep- 
resented at this unique Conference, 
which was presided over by Prince 
Bismarck. At twenty minutes past 
two, on June 18th, 1878, the Ger- 
man Imperial flag was hoisted over 
the building, indicating that the Con- 
grees was begun, and on July 138th 
the Treaty of Berlin was signed. This 
treaty, by which the nap of Murope 
was clianged, was chiefly the work of 


the British representatives, Lords 
Beaconsfield and Salisbury.—London

To Stamp Out Consumption. 


Many of the most thoughtful ‘and 
public-spivited men of the Dominion 
are pumberod among the officers und 
members of the Canadian Associatl 
for the Prevention of Consumpth 
and other forms of Tuberculosis, which 
held its fourth annual meeting in Ot- 
tawa on April 20th and 2Ist. Every 
thinking man and woman must be im- 
pressed with the necessity for united 
action to check the ravagesof a disease 
which causes one death in eyery eight 
in this country, and gives riso to a 
vast amount of suffering and perman- 
ent ill-health, It is calculated that in 
Canada at the present moment be- 
tween 380,000 and 40,000 persons are 
suffering from it, yet it is undoubtedly 
a preventable disease, and one that is 
curable in its earlior stages. 

“AROUSING THE PuBriic.—The report 
of the executive council pointed out 
that the operations of the Association 
have combined with other influences 
to concentrate public attention in 
some degree upon consumption and to 
awaken a desire for information re- 


without being altogether removed 
fiom the watchfulness of their friends 
and family physicians. Byery patient 
who is cured in the sanatorium be- 
comes anapostle of the gospel of fresh 
air, hence these institutions serve As 
object lessons of the greatest value, 
It js for this reason mainly that the 
Nova Scotia Government has just 
erected a sanatorium at Kemptville| 
with a capacity for 18 patients. In

Only the hearty 
co-operation of the Dominion und 
Prov al Governments with the 
municipal councils seems likely to 
afford a satisfactory solution of the

BEFORE OPENING IT. 


We write the above paragraph in 
the past tense for a very good reas- 
on. As a matter of fact, the cus- 
tom of opening every oyster, just to 
see what sort of a pearl is nestling 
within the shell, is carried on at 
every pearl-fishery. In a short 
while, however, the new system will 
be coming in; and this consists of 
examination by the help of the X- 
rays, and by them it will be possible 
to tell the size of the precious pearl 
without opening, and thus killing the 
Valuable crustacean, If the rays 
discover that the treasure within the 
shell is yet only half grown, the liv- 
ing oyster will be replaced in its 
lodgings by the sea, and left till its 
hidden -treasure has grown to its 
proper size, 

This must mean more pearls than 
usual being placed on the market, 
and their price will come down, and 
probably no more ‘“‘corners’’ in 
pearls will be heard of. 

Now, what is possible fer the X- 
rays to do is possible for any other 
kind of rays already discovered, or 
on the eve of discovery. For a 
while they will be the property of 
the scientists, and they will have on- 
ly a scientific value on the »ccount; 
but it is clear that sooner or leter 
other rays will be found to possess 
perhaps an even greater commercial 
value than the X-rays.

Dhree cups are imbibed by the fath- 
er-in-law, who then gives the vessel 
to the bride. She in her turn 
drinks three cups, and receives a 
present from his hands. Another 
course, usually rice or fish, is now 
brought forward, and the bride goes 
through the same ceremony of drink- 
ing with the bridegroom's mother, 
afterwards receiving. 

ANOTHER PRESENT. 
A thin soup is then served and three 
more cups of wine are drunk all 
round, 

Then comes the great event of the 
evening. This is the almost sacred 
sake drinking by the married couple, 
which appears to constitute oa kind 
of marriage service. The brides- 
maids bring forward the double- 
spouted kettle and present it to the 
\lips of the married pair. These

egypt has now the germ of all the 
water storage works she needs, but 
Sir William Willcocks favors tho 
raising of the Assouan dam at a 
cost of £500,000, and the comple- 
tion of the Lake Mocris project at a 
cost of £5 10,000, the plans and 
estimates for which were published 
by the Egyptian Government in 
1894. The two working in conjunc- 
fion—the lake giving the supply of 
the early summer and the Assouan 
reservoir that of the lato summer— 
would easily provide the whole of the 
water needed for Heypt.

It is curious that, in bath-houses as 
important and as paying as these are 
the service should be what it is. One 
is served well, certainly, but in all 
of the houses a common peon is the 
one who assigns your bath, gives ov’ 
the ropa and collects the money, and 
one never sees anyone else.

Twenty-five years ago the Witwa- 
tersrand was merely a stretch of un- 
dulating veldt, occupied sparsely by 
homesteads. Now it is the centre 
of an immense population, all  en- 
gaged, directly or indirectly, in the 
removal of gold deposits.

to describe a person of horrible ap- 
pearance they say : “His face is tho 
face of Emma-O."" 

The figure towers above all other 
humble images in the temple. From 
the wide open, wrathful mouth flows} 
a bright red beard over a vermilion | 
robe. On his head is a three-lobed 
evown of black and gold, and in his 
hands he holds a sceptre. 

According to a legend about this | 
image, there was once a noted, 
imagemaker who died and visited the ; 
land of souls, where he found the 
Lord, Emma-O, his terrible face dis- 
torted with rage because the dead | 
man never in his life had carved his 
statue. His frown was so frightful 
to behold that the poor shrinking 
soul expected instant annihilation. |

While the spring buds are beginn- 
ing to bloom on the squatty little 
trees in Japanese dooryards the prv- 
dent housewife completes her house 
cleaning by a curious ceremony 
kniown as the casting out of devils, 
Oni-yari. In this she is isted by a 
professional, who wanders about the 
Streets after dark rattling his staff. 
Upon the staff is 1 the image of 
a god, calling his weird ery, ‘Oni 
wa soto,”’ which means ‘Devils out.’ 

For a small fce he performs the 
ceremony of reciting a few Buddbist 
prayers and throwing dried peas 
about the house in four directions. 
The devils, hating dried peas are 
supposed to flee, leaving the house 
free from their threatening presence. 
Afterward the peas are swept up 
carefully and preserved until the first 
clap of spring thunder, when they 
are cooked and eaten, and the cere- 
mony is completed by the hanging 
over the doors and windows of small 
charms made of holly leaves or the 
return of the unwelsome visitors.

Beans a Leading Article of Diet 


in China. 

Dr. Yamei Kin, a Chinese woman 
doctor, now studying in America, 
gives some interesting facts about 
Chinese food products. One surpris- 
ing thing Dr. Yamei Kin tells is that 
Chinese soy is made from a sort of 
red bean ground up and fermented. 
While fermenting it smells much like 
sauerkraut, only worse. The fer- 
mented product is shipped in large 
cases to England, where it is’ mixed 
with vinegar and other products and 
is sold as Worcestershire sauce. ‘The 
Chinese laborer tives on beans as 
much as does the Boston typewriter 
girl. ‘The bean in China is more like 
our small round cowpea. This is 
ground fine, mixed with water and 
a little salt.

ceipts for monoey or those made in 
special books for guidance and pur- 


poses of comparison at the banks in 
question. 

In at least two cases in London 
these autographs are absolutely price~ 
less, for they extend back for nearly 
200 years, and they comprise speci- 
mens of the handwriting of every 
British monarch during that time, of 
many foreign potentates, and of near- 
ly every distinguished man, whether 
in war, commer statesmanship or 
art. For purposes of comparison ev- 
en now these old-time bank auto- 
graphs are said to be absolutely  in- 
valuable, for it must be recollected 
that these signatures are the very 
private and, so to say, hall-marked 
autographs of their writers, having 
attached to them secret marks known 


}only to the writer and to the bank; 


and when saleroom forgeries in the 
Way of autographs are offered now, 
these often faded writings are as 


precious as when they were made, to 
obviate bank forgeries, in times long 
past.
